DAULERSFATHER

Dr. Edgar A. Miller, Baltimore 
street, Adams county coroner, today 
was making plan* for an Inquest 
into the death of Thomas J In ­ 
gram. Jr., 
18-year-old Pittsburgh 
youth, who was instantly killed in 
an automobile accident on the Lin­ 
coln highway, seven miles west of 
here, Tuesday morning. 
The coroner today announced that 
the Inquest will be held as soon as 
Lee V Dallier, 19, also of Pittsburgh, 
who was driving Ingram s car when 
it collided with the sedan of Harry 
E. Riddle rn user, of McKnightstown. 
is able to leave the hospital which 
is likely to be the latter part of the 
week. 
Suffered Shock 
Dallier suffered numerous lacera­ 
tions on the right arm and hand 
and from shock 
His fattier, H. N, 
Dauler, arrived in Gettysburg, Tues­ 
day afternoon, from New York city 
where he was Infor med of the acci­ 
dent. The elder Dauler flew to H ar­ 
risburg and cam* to Gettysburg by 
automobile. 
Doctor Miller said he has not yet 
•elected a Jury for the inquest which 
will be held at the scene of the acci­ 
dent near the home of John T. Rig­ 
ged, east of Cashtown. 
So far as 
the coroner and state highway mo­ 
tor patrolmen have been able to 
learn there were no eye-witnesses to 
the accident 
Ingram 's body was prepared for 
burial here, and taken back to Pitts­ 
burgh late Tuesday evening 
In ­ 
gram, who planned to matriculate 
at Lehigh university this fall, was 
the only child of Mr. and Mrs 
Thomas J Ingram.

The pole was snapped off and 
telephone communication between 
Gettysburg and Cashtown and other 
points west of the scene of the acci­ 
dent was cut off until temporary re­ 
pairs could be made by linemen of 
the United telephone company.

Motorists are called upon by the 
Keystone automobile club to aid Ute 
state in collection of the gasoline 
tax. by reporting to the department 
of revenue at Harrisburg the license 
number of every gasoline delivery 
truck not identified with the name 
of the owner. 
"Bootleg” gasoline is delivered in 
huge quantities to fining stations, 
according to the club, and for obvi­ 
ous reasons most of the deliveries 
are made by trucks bearing no 
marks of identification. 
Interest of Motorists 
"It certainly is to the interest of 
every 
motorist," 
said 
J. 
Bort on 
Weeks, president of the club, "that 
the gasoline tax be collected by the 
state. The car owner pays it when 
he buys his gas. 
It is his contribu­ 
tion to the maintenance and exten­ 
sion of the highway system. 
If it 
remains in the pockets of the gaso­ 
line racketeers, the motorist is rob­ 
bed of his investment in the good 
roads system. 
"We are told by state officers th at 
gasoline tax evasions have resulted 
in losses of more than $15,000,000 in 
recent years. Our investigation has 
disclosed that concerted efforts are 
being made to steal additional tax 
funds, through the expedient of fur­ 
nishing ’bootleg' gas to retailers by 
dummy* dealers in the state and 
corporations outside of the state. 
Serious Evasion 
"The department of revenue re­ 
gards the tax stealing with the ut­ 
most seriousness. 
To curb the ac­ 
tivities of distributors who send 
their product into the state on 
barges, it recently put into commis­ 
sion a revenue cutter, manned by 
state highway patrolmen, for patrol 
duty on the Schuylkill and Delaware 
rivers. Numerous investigators have 
been detailed to the work of ‘spot­ 
ting’ illicit shipments. Despite these 
efforts, unreported gasoline is find­ 
ing its way into the tanks of retail­ 
ers. 
"The motorist can help himself by 
helping the state to collect the tax." 


CARLISLE TO BUY 
WATER SYSTEM 


Voters 
Favor 
Bond 
Issue 
Eleven To One In Special 
Election On Issue. 


Carlisle Tuesday voted to join the 
ranks of municipalities in the state 
which own their water plants. 
By a majority of almost eleven to 
one, voters of tne Cumberland coun­ 
ty seat at a special election approved 
a bond issue for $425,000 for the pur­ 
chase and improvement of the water 
plant. 
The vote was 
2516 in favor; 231 
against. 
• 
Of the bond issue, $375,000 will be 
paid to the Pennsylvania Powei and 
Light company for the water plant 
The remaining $50,000 will go to im­ 
prove the system. 
Borough council which carried on 
the negotiations for the purchase 
has guaranteed the taxpayers of 
Carlisle that the bond issue will 
bring no increase In taxes and that, 
with the continuance of the present 
water rates, the bonds can all be re­ 
tired in thirty years. 
Finally Agrees On Price 
The one-sided approval given the 
bond issue brings to an end negotia­ 
tions which began almost two years 
ago after the Carlisle Gas and 
Water company was sold by Its own­ 
ers to the Pennsylvania Power and 
Light company. 
While 
the 
new 
owners were anxious to dispoa* of 
the water plant, inability to agre-? 
upon the purchase price with mem­ 
bers of the borough council delayed 
action until several months ago 
Unless public service commission 
approval cannot be obtained by that 
time, it is planned to have the bor­ 
ough take over the water system 
shortly after September I. Improve­ 
ment of the facilities will get under 
way as soon as the formal transfer 
Is completed.

BY NEW SOUNDS 


Drone Of Motors And Buzz 
Of Radio Senders Will Be 
Heard In Far North. 


Berlin (AP)—The vast silence of 
the arctic has 
been 
broken 
by 
two sounds peculiar to civilization— 
the tremendous drone of the Chraf 
Zeppelin's propellers and the buez 
of radio senders. 
Eighteen or 20 robots, the fir et of 
their 
r a c e , 
are 
aboard 
the 
Graf Zeppelin to supplement its 
human 
crew of 
30. 
The trip 
gives these “automatic men” their 
Aret chance to prove their fitness 
for arctic exploration 
The “automatic man" does not re­ 
semble in the least the human 
species. His part of 
the basket 
of a series of diminutive balloons, 
each about five feet ir diameter. * 
A Ten Pound Genies 
This basket is an oblong boa 
made of a transparent composition, 
about two and a half feet long and 
a foot high, topped by a smaller 
box. 
It weighs about IO pounds and is 
divided into three compartments, 
one of which contains the “auto­ 
matic man”—a sensitive organism 
consisting of temperature, humidity 
and pressure 
registration 
instru­ 
ments, and corresponding sets af 
contacts. 
His mate, a short-wave 
radio sender, is housed in an ad­ 
joining compartment, and batteries 
are in the small attic above. 
How the ‘man" and his mate will 
cooperate is a story In itself. It took 
Professor Paul Moltschanow. who is 
on the staff of the Technical Uni­ 
versity for aviation in Leningrad, 
from 1923 to 1929 to get results. 
The heart of the automatic man 
Is In the series of contacts which 
connect with the radio 
The effects of humidity, tempera­ 
ture and 
air-pressure on metal 
strips move needles over separate 
sets of intricately arranged silver- 
trashes, and the contact is trans­ 
mitted by the radio-sender in dot- 
and-dash signals. 
Work begins when the balloons 
are hoisted overboard. 
A 
wa ter- 
ballast will carry each to ‘he sur­ 
face of land or sea. 
The balloon 
will ascend when the ballast 
has 
run out, and while the Instrument* 
register, 
the 
radio automatically 
transmits the findings to operators 
sitting comfortably aboard the Zep­ 
pelin. 
Meantime the Oraf can continue 
its course without interruption, as 
the radio-sender has a range of ISS 
miles and carries a two-hour charta. 
Professor Moltschanow has re­ 
duced the mechanism to its stm* 
pleat elements, and it is relatively 
cheap. But as the balloons never re­ 
turn. discretion will hive to be used 
about the number released. 
Some six or eight containing 
humidity, temperature, and altitude 
instruments, and 
about a down 
more containing only temperature 
and altitude instruments will be re­ 
leased on the polar cruise. 
Plans A atomatic Stations 
Professor Moltschanow is apply­ 
ing similar principles to another ap­ 
paratus that would be an automatic 
meteorological station in Itself. 
Such a device, when set in the 
polar wastes or attached to an lea 
floe, would radio to civilisation 
three times daily, prevailing tem­ 
perature. pressure, humidity, as well 
as direction and velocity of winds.

weather reports by radio from 14 
Russian meteorological stations, and 
from the ice-breakers Malygin and 
Lomonosoff. which will follow the 
Zeppelins route as closely as pos­ 
sible.
